Psychologist testifies 
accused area child

BALLINGER - A psychologist 
took the stand to testify in de- 
fense of Randy Noite Friday in 
the: fourth day of his trial for 
allegedly sexually assaulting 
fouj^Winters boys. 

Tie boys, who range in age 
from 11 to 16, testified earlier 
this, week about alleged incidents 
of sexual assault and indecency 
involving Nolte, the former oper- 
atorof the North Runnels County 
Emergency Service. The inci- 
dents reportedly occurred be- 
tween 1985 and 1990. 

Nolte took the stand Thursday, 
testifying that he sometimes ex- 
amined boys' testicles while con- 
ducting "hernia tests" during 
weight-training sessions at his 
horrre. 

Ti[e suspect also said he often 
helped boys with homework and 
Boy* Scout merit badges, gave 
them gifts for helping him with 
die ambulance service and al- 
lowed them to sleep in his water 
bed while visiting. 

The Rumels County jury em- 
paneled for Noite's trial spent 
most of Friday afternoon outside 
the "courtroom while I19th Dis- • 
trict Judge John Sutton consid- 
_ere£ whether to ailow testimony 
.p*-e5?neeri by the defense's expert 
wit7wess. • 

While the jury was out, Beau- 
mont psychologist Curt Wills 
satyr that based on testing, he felt 
Nolte did not possess many of the 



psychological characteristics ex- 
hibited by known child molesters. 
He conceded, however, that the 
test used is not always com* 
pietely accurate. 

Wills also criticized tecnniquesr 
for interviewing suspected child 
abuse victims, saying that chil- 
dren who can be manipulated by ' i 
sex offenders may also be manip- 7 $ 
uiated into making false accusa- . < 
tions. 'J 

Special prosecutor Charlotte S 
Harris objected to Wills' testi- j 
mony, questioning its relevance 
and saying it would bias the jury, 
Sutton ruled that Wills could 
testify before the jury about 
Nolte 's test results, but could not ' 
compare the suspect to others . 
who have been tested. ! 

Sutton also said Wills could 
talk about interviewing tech- 
niques in general, but not about 
those used by caseworkers who 
interviewed the four Winters ■ 
boys. 

Noite is charged with 12 counts 
involving child molestation, in- 
cluding one count of aggravated 
sexual assault of a child, a 1 
first-degree felony.
